With the publication of the annual 
R esort Edition in to d ay ’s Daily Record, 
Monroe Countians should take a good 
look at what we have a t the present, 
w hat we can expect in the near future, 
and what needs to he done. 
The Pocono M ountains arca has be­ 
come one of the finest and most widely- 
known recreation facilities in the Unit­ 
ed States. From a sm all group of coun­ 
try hotels and boarding houses of sev­ 
eral decades ago, the area has grown 
into an era of plush accommodations 
for the wealthy and other accommoda­ 
tions to suit every need and every poe- 
ketl>ook. This is what we have — a 
w onderful vacationland. 
A s we look to the future, the poten­ 
tial for growth is so great that we look 
upon it with awe. Even as it stands, it 
is growing so fast as to make an ordin­ 
ary human’s head spin as u (‘ll as keep­ 
ing the alert resort owner on his toes 
in constantly catering to the more and 
more visitors and vacationers we have 
each year. 
With the imminent possibility of a 
great national recreation area in con­ 
nection with the planned 'Pocks Island 
Dam and reservoir, the image of growth 
is magnified almost infinitely. We are 
in the midst of probably the widest and 
fastest growth as a recreation area 
that has ever been known. 
There are dangers to this growth, 
however. Unless it is planned and exe-

outed properly it can become a hodge­ 
podge of inefficiency and haphazard 
building programs that will ruin it. 
Rather than waiting until the horse is 
stolen, something .should be done about 
it now! 
Monroe County is, for all practical 
purposes, entirely lacking any group 
completely devoted to planned commun­ 
ity development. Some stab was made 
at the project some time ago, but it 
died a-boming. Right now there is 
nothing! 
Meanwhile, in our sister Pike County 
to the north, schools and meetings are 
being held in every community; indi­ 
vidual citizens have been finding out all 
they can about the idea; township, 
lx>rough and county development plan­ 
ning commissions have been organized 
and are extremely active. Progress on 
the project of planned community de­ 
velopment is traveling high, wide and 
handsome. 
It is high time that Monroe County, 
too, began some planning along this 
line. There is a crying need for such 
planning now, rather than waiting till 
the lightning strikes and then crying 
over the corpse of what might have 
been. 
The time is now— if it is not already 
too late—for us to get going on plan­ 
ning future development, rather than 
letting development just happen and 
grow wild. 


Kerr-Mills Law's Results 


Opponents of the K in g-Anderson bill 
providing for medical care of the aged 
under the Social Secu rity system — 
headed by the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation and including som e prominent 
memi>ers of Congress— have sought to 
ju stify their stand 
on 
the ground, 
among others, that the Kerr-Mills I*aw 
adequately meets the problem. This is 
the statue under which the federal gov­ 
ernment and the individual states joint­ 
ly provide funds for the < are of needy 
jiersons who are 65 y ears of age or 
older. 
The result of a stu d y made by the 


s t a f f of the State Sp ecial Committee 
on Aging raises som e serious doubts 
about the validity o f th is contention. 
In the first place, only I! I o f the nation’s 
50 states have seen fit to implement the 
provisions of the K err-M ills Act. In 
Pennsylvania, Governor Lawrence “re­ 
luctantly” agreed to have the state 
qualify for participation in this plan, 
but only as a stop-gap measure pending 
action by Congress on the .Social Se­ 
curity approach to m edical care. 


And in the 24 state s a s of March of 


th is year, only about 88,000 medically 
indigent persons—less than U of one 
per cent of the nation’s total population 
o f those in the 65-or-older age bracket 
— were receiving help under the Kerr- 


Mills Law. The committee found that 
90 per cent of the federal funds ad­ 
vanced for this program is currently 
allocated to four states — California, 
Massachusetts, 
Michigan 
and 
New 
York. 
In all instances, the means test which 
so many of our senior citizens find re­ 
pugnant and offensive to their sense 
of dignity and self-respect is compul­ 
sory'. In nine states, this extends to the 
point where the homes of these elderly 
persons are honed so that after their 
deatli they may be taken by the state 
as a means of recovering the amounts 
paid by them for medical costs. Bene­ 
fits are far from uniform as between 
the participating states. In one state, 
only six days of hospital care is per­ 
mitted, while others have fairly com­ 
prehensive coverage for those in need* 
W e recently expressed the hope that 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
would report out the King-Anderson 
Bill for a floor debate and vote, rather 
than have it pigeonholed by the decision 
of a comparatively few congressmen. 
We now think that the report on the 
operation of the Kerr-Mills I>aw, after 
nearly two years, furnishes a strong 
argument in favor of such action by 
the committee.

Food Rationing Ordered 
For EastGermany

Washington, June TI — Com - 
munist East Germany is prepar­ 
ing to follow Red China and 
Cuba in rationing fox! 
This drastic economic move, 
designed to conserve that na * 
tion'g dwindling food supply, is 
expected to be announced early 
in July when controls will be 
placed on bread and meat. 
Already, East Germany’s Boss 
Walter llibrkht ha*. ordered 16 
million ration cards printed in 
East Berlin General distribution 
of these cards is scheduled for 
next month. 
According rn U. S. Intelligence 
sour*es. Soviet Premier Khrush­ 
chev directed Ulbneht to begin 
food rationing after thousands of 
factory workers in scattered East 
German cities began taking time 
off to stand in Urie to await food 
shipments from the rural areas, 
These unorganized ivork stop­ 
pages, which hit a peak last 
week, caused Ulhricht to depart 
early from the recent Soviet 
bloc economic conference in Mos­ 
cow and rush buck to East Ber­ 
lin to prepare for possible food 
riots, 
This situation was so explosive 
for a time last week that Ul- 
bricht 
oh bled Khrushchev for 
permission to use military force 
if necessary to put down any 
riots caused by food shortages. 
At one point, Soviet troops sta­ 
tioned in East Germany were 
actually alerted for action in 
seven cities, including East Ber­

Cystic 
W hat Is 
Fibrosis?

W hat is cystic fibrosis? Does 
it always kill? 
No. Even though cystic fibro­ 
sis (CF) still takes a large toll 
of lives, casualty Lists are shrink­ 
ing. 
Doctors are discovering 
milder forms which sometimes 
actually improve. 
Baby can’t inherit CF unless 
Mom and Dad are carriers. He 
has to inherit the trait from 
both. 
Then, thick glue-like mucus 
clogs both the pancreaa-to-intes- 
tine passage and tiny bronchial 
tubes. 
Without pancreas-chemical* to 
digest food ut the small intestine, 
undigested bulk rushes straight 
through. Meanwhile, those dam- 
med-back chemicals digest the 
pancreas itself, leaving cysts and 
fiber-like scars (cystic fibrosis!. 
\ir Pa**..tip-* Blocked 
Gummy mucus also stops up 
tiny air passages. The victim 
gags, chokes and retches, but 
mucus sticks to bronchial lining. 
Like special magnets, blocked 
bronchial tubes attract all kinds 
of germs Bronchitis and pneu­ 
monia linger and eventually de­ 
stroy vital lung tissue. 
Extra salt floods spit, sweat 
and tears — so much that CF 
sufferers have to tank up with 


extra salt and minerals to with­ 
stand overheated homes and sul­ 
try summer days. 
Sometimes 
the pancreas 
is 
spared. Chronic bronchitis in 
adults may be a mild form of 
CF. 


To pinpoint CF. doctors an­ 
alyze salt in sweat or saliva. 
Salt-filled droplets show up a* 
black thumbprints on a special 
chemical plate. A new test an­ 
alyzes mucus like chemicals in 
perspiration. 
Giant doses of vitamins, pan- 
creas-chemicals and liver shots 
help the intestinal problem. 
Inhalations of steam and spe­ 
cial mucus-thinning mists help 
bring up clogging mucus. Mucus 
drains downhill when you raise 
the foot of the bed on six-inch 
blocks. Modern miracle drugs 
fight infection. 
But all this is merely a hold­ 
ing action. Doc !ors are still sear­ 
ching for the magic cure that 
can guar*m t re a long, sweet life 
to every salty victim!

AN over all expansion program fn 
the Poeonos that will total $4 million 
is scheduled for this year. 
An unusually busy winter in this 
summer-winter 
resort 
area

Riven great impetus to a broad capi­ 
tal improvement program. Expan­ 
sion is either underway or being 
planned for a wide variety of resort 
facilities.
